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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to an amendment filed 3/10/04. Claims 1-5 and 7-9 have 
been cancelled. Claim 6 is pending in this application. 

Response to Amendment 
Any rejection of record in the previous action not addressed in this office action is 
withdrawn. There are new grounds of rejection herein that were not necessitated by Applicant's 
amendment and therefore, this action is not final. 

Specification 

The substitute specification filed 3/10/04 has been entered. 

The brief description of the drawings indicates that figure 1 is a "coloring" image. If this 
is intended to mean that the figure is in color, color photographs and color drawings are 
acceptable only for examination purposes unless a petition filed under 37 CFR 1.84(a)(2) is 
granted permitting their use as acceptable drawings. In the event that applicant wishes to use the 
drawings currently on file as acceptable drawings, a petition must be filed for acceptance of the 
color photographs or color drawings as acceptable drawings.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Easier et al 
(Biochemistry, 1981, Vol 20, page 6921-6929; see entire document). This is a new rejection. 

Easier et al teach the cleavage of genomic DNA with DNasel, micrococcal nuclease or 
endogenous digestion (see page 6922, column 1, paragraph 2 and bridging g paragraph column 
1-2). Repetitive DNA fragments were isolated and small nuclear matrix mouse DNA was 
analyzed for satellite sequences (see figure 6B). Probes were hybridized to cloned repetitive 
gene fragments (see page 6923, column 1, paragraph 5), The clones giving the strongest signal 
are mouse major satellite (see page 6926, column 1, paragraph 1). 

Conclusion 

Claim 6 is rejected.
